National Guard on Border 

Hoge Measure Requests National Guard on Border Assem¬ 
blyman Bill Hoge (R-Pasadena) today introduced Assembly 
House Resolution 46 which requests that Governor Pete Wil¬ 
son call out the National Guard to patrol the Califomia-Mexico 
border. The mission of the Guard would be to assist the fed¬ 
eral border patrol in preventing illegal aliens from crossing into 
California. Hoge has long been a leader in fighting against 
illegal immigration and has authored and co-authored numer¬ 
ous measures. His Assembly Bill 357, which would autho¬ 
rize the National Guard to pattol the border passed the Assem¬ 
bly earlier this year and is not pending in the Senate. Addi¬ 
tionally, last week Hoge sent a letter to Governor Pete Wil¬ 
son formally requesting that the Guard be called out and as¬ 
signed to the border. “Keeping illegal aliens out of California 
is something that should be handled in a preventive manner 
at the border, not a reactive manner after the illegal aliens have 
already come in," said Hoge. “Having trained National Guard 
troops stationed on the border will be the best deterrent to il¬ 
legal aliens trying to cross the border.” Specifically, Hoge’s 
HR 46 references the voters’ support of Prop. 187 in 1994, the 
high cost to taxpayers of providing services to illegal aliens 
and the risk to law enforcement and innocent citizens as ille¬ 
gal aliens attempt to evade capture. The measure concludes 
by formally requesting Governor Wilson to call out the Na¬ 
tional Guard and assign it to the Califomia-Mexico border.

Taxinq Away 

CXir Future 
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Americans today are working harder, but taking home less 
money. Tax Freedom Day — the day on which the average 
American quits working for the government (federal, state and 
local) and begins to work for his or her family — has come 
later each year under President Clinton. In 1996, American 
families will not reap the benefits of their work until May 7, 
a day later than last year. Every dollar earned by the average 
American worker before May 7 goes to government agencies. 

It’s no secret that more American families feel the need to 
have two breadwinners to make ends meet. In families that 
don’t have two workers, more people are holding two jobs. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics reported in March that 7.9 
million Americans were working two or more jobs, up 10.2 
percent in just two years. This is more people than work at the 
minimum wage! 

Too many Americans in two-income families are working 
just to pay the bills, not for fulfillment or enjoyment. It’s the 
same way for many of those 7.9 million workers with two Jobs. 
If you ask what these second jobs are paying for, the answer 
is shocking. It’s not rent, food and clothing? Remarkably, the 
average American family now spends more money on taxes 
than on food, clothing and shelter combined! And, as we see 
from Tax Freedom Day’s slow progress through May, the tax 
burden is going up. 

Willie Sutton, the notorious bank robber, was once 
why he robbed banks. He replied, “Cause that’s where the 
money is.” If you want to give hard-working American fami¬ 
lies a break, you need to go where their money is. Today, that’s 
the federal government. 

Regrettably, the hallmark of the Clinton Presidency is to 
have families work for Washington, rather than the other way 
around. President Clinton’s 1993 tax increase, the largest in 
history, has put American families in the middle of the 
“Clinton Crunch”—higher taxes on one side and flat incomes 
in a stagnant economy on the other. 

Economists at The Heritage Foundation, a non-profit, edu¬ 
cational research institute, put Clinton’s 1993 tax and spend 
policies to the test — and the Clinton tax increase proved to 
be a drag on the economy. Between 1993 and 1996, the 
Clinton budget plan cost America 1.2 million additional pri¬ 
vate sector jobs, $112 billion in wages and $208 billion in 
economic output. Most important, families lost $2,600 in af¬ 
ter-tax income. 

The best way to help working families is to cut their taxes 
so they can keep more of what they earn. I will continue to 
pursue that policy.

Question: My car has a five-speed 
manual transmission. If 1 skip a 
gear when shifting to a higher gear, 
such as from first to third, am I 
hurting the car in any way? Also, 
when coming to a stop, is it better 
to shift down one gear at a time? 

Answer: As long as the engine will pull 
smoothly, without over-revving or lugging, 
it is alright to skip a gear when shifting to a 
higher range. Most owner's manuals will have 
recommended shifting speeds and they should 
be followed to provide the best fuel economy. 

If stops are always made by downshifting one 
gear at a time, premature wear on the engine, 
transmission and clutch could occur. It is 
better to coast while depressing the clutch and 
using the brakes to slow the vehicle down, 
K m mmm m unless Shifting becomes necessary.

First on the agenda was a 
public hearing on a report and 
recommendation to approve a 
Text Amendment proposing 




revisions to certain sections 
of the Business License code 
in the City. These revisions 
related to new processing 
procedures for parking lot 
promotional events, game 
machines and sidewalk sales; 
revised fees for fortune-tell- 
ing, daily vendor fees, adver¬ 
tising and distributing fees, 
and commercial and enter¬ 
tainment fees; and require¬ 
ment of business license fees 
for garage sales, holiday bou¬ 
tiques, tipping fees, family 
care and rental property. 

Several people from the 
Board of Realtors spoke with 
regard to this item in relation 
to rental property. “This tax 
would hit Mom and Pop busi¬ 
nesses,” said board member 
Jim Thomas. John Wuo, 
president of the board, also 
felt that this tax would ulti¬ 
mately have “negative im¬ 
pacts.” After much discus¬ 
sion, the City Council ap¬ 
proved most of the staff rec¬ 
ommendations, but rejected a 
reduction in business license 
fees for fortune-tellers, as 
well as an increase of fees for 
rental apartments. 

On the consent agenda, 
the item under greatest dis¬ 
cussion was a recommenda¬ 
tion to approve additional 
Home Improvement Funding 
not to exceed $40,0(X) for a 


property on Second Avenue. 
The property owner had a 
very low income and was in 
poor health. Her home did not 
meet minimum housing code 
compliance, has been cited 
for numerous property main¬ 
tenance violations since 
1988, and is even a possible 
safety threat to neighbors. 
The City Council approved 
this item, but only at a maxi¬ 
mum cost to the City of 
$20,(X)0. 

In an earlier non-public 
hearing, many people ap¬ 
proached the podium to speak 
to the issue of Newco Waste 
and the renewal of their con¬ 
tract. Arcadia resident Gail 
Marshall was one of many 
that found the refuse com¬ 
pany to be “very efficient.” 
Numerous others questioned 
the City’s consideration of 
other waste companies in a 
multi-city bidding process. 
“If it ain’t broke, don’t fix it,” 
was heard more than once. 
Jim Gustavson, an attorney 
for Newco Waste said that the 
company wanted to negotiate 
a long-term contract with the 
City upon the expiration of 
their current contract in June. 
“We feel we’ve earned it,” he 
said, speaking for his client. 

Mayor Pro Tern Bob 
Harbicht said, “Newco has 
provided excellent service at 


a great price. We owe them 
loyalty.” Council member 
Dennis Lojeski, on the other 
hand, was in favor of the bid¬ 
ding process with other com¬ 
panies. A motion was eventu¬ 
ally made to discuss matters 
further with Newco, while 
considering these other op¬ 
tions. 

And finally, a request to 
amend the existing General 
Plan budget by $87,750 from 
the Capital Outlay Fund was 
approved. This amendment 
includes all costs incurred 
through May 5,1996 and pro-

jected costs for the comple¬ 
tion of the General Plan Up¬ 
date. Although this item was 
approved unanimously, ev¬ 
eryone agreed that no more 
money should be spent and 
cost-cutting measures should 
be adopted. 

The meeting was ad¬ 
journed in memory of Chris¬ 
tine Van Maanen, a former 
City Clerk. The City Council 
will reconvene on May 21 at 
6:30 p.m.

Arcadia History in 
Timeline, cont'd. 

The timeline condnues. We ended last week in 1875 when 
“Lucky” Baldwin purchased Rancho Santa Anita. Baldwin 
is probably the most colorful of the Rancho owners and 
certainly the most prominent in Arcadia’s history. He was 
also the one who imported the first of Arcadia’s famous 
peacocks from India in the 1880’s. There are those who 
praise him for that and there are those who do not I bet 
the “Peacock descendants” do.

T he Assistance 
League of Arcadia 
hosted a regional 
conference on May 1 & 2 at 
the Wyndham Gardens Ho¬ 
tel. Participants from various 
chapters in California and 
Hawaii took part in round¬ 
table discussions, workshops 
and dinner at the University 
Club in Pasadena. 

On May 1, approximately 
240 ALA members enjoyed a 
lunchtime fashion show and 
slide presentation given by 
Arboretum historian, Sandy 
Snider. Entitled “From 
Bustles to Bikinis,” Snider’s 
entertaining presentation 
was, by her description, “Sort 
of a mini-show, depicting dif¬ 
ferent eras in fashion.” 

The slide presentation, 
narrated by Sandy, traced the 
history of fashion from 1800, 
culminating in the I920’s, 
and touched on current-day 
clothing trends. Fashion 
changed as “the role of 
women in history changed,” 
she said. The increasing free¬ 
dom of women in history, and 
the correlating changes in 
fashions were illustrated in 
Ms. Snider’s presentation on 
Wednesday, a presentation 
that was originally based on 
a paper she did during her 
Master’s program in college.

Hugo Reid built an adobe home later renovated and 
remodeled by Lucky Baldwin. 


1828 Elias “Lucky” Baldwin bom Apr. 3, in Hamilton 
County, Ohio. 

1846 Baldwin elopes with neighbor Sarah Ann Unruh. 

1847 Daughter Clara bom in Valparaiso, Indiana. 

1853 Baldwin, Sarah and Clara move by wagon train 

to San Francisco. 

1862 Elias and Sarah Ann are divorced. 

1869 Baldwin marries Mary Cochrane of New Orleans. 

1874 Baldwin investigates his Gold Mountain Mine 
near today’s Big Bear. 

1875 Baldwin purchases Rancho Santa Anita from 
Harris Newmark. 

1875-79 Through purchase and foreclosure. Lucky 
Baldwin acquires additional land in the San Gab¬ 
riel Valley, totaling some 46,000 acres. Santa 
Anita will be his homesite. Orchards, vineyards 
and irrigation systems are rapidly developed at 
Baldwin’s Santa Anita Ranch.

1879-81 Coach Bam completed at Santa Anita.

1884 -11 Baldwin marries 16-year-old Lillie Bennett. 

1885-86 Baldwin “Cottage” (Queen Anne Cottage) com¬ 
pleted as a ranch guesthouse.

Gabriel Valley Railroad completes tracks from 
Los Angeles through Pasadena to Santa Anita 
Avenue. 

1887 Lucky Baldwin and ranch manager Hiram Unruh 
lay out the townsite of Arcadia between Santa 
Anita and Fifth Avenues. The first town lot sells 
for $4(X)-6()0 per acre.

known when new plans will 
be announced, she said. She 
did, however, want to deny 
misconceptions that Santa 
Anita withdrew their current 
plans due to lack of commu¬ 
nity support. “We have had 
much support from the com¬ 
munity and many want it to 
get back on track,” she stated, 
thanking Santa Anita’s many 
supporters. 

Scott said that Santa Anita 
still needed the “Commercial 
Entertainment” designation 
proposed for their property, 
and that she would continue 
to work for them in getting 
public support. 

In a statement from Will¬ 
iam C. Baker, chairman and 
chief executive<>fficer'of 
Santa Anita Realty, he said, 
“In terms of the Arcadia 
property, we pride ourselves 
in our commitment as a cor¬ 
porate citizen to enhancing 
the Arcadia community. At 
the same time, our priority in 
growing the value of our as¬ 
sets is to realize their best 
potential for our sharehold¬ 
ers. We do not feel that the 


conditions that were likely to 
be imposed on our Specific 
Plan by the City of Arcadia 
for a 1.5 million square foot 
Arts and Entertainment Cen¬ 
ter would have enabled us to 
meet this priority. Accord¬ 
ingly, we have withdrawn the 
Specific Plan and are continu¬ 
ing to evaluate alternative ini¬ 
tiatives with respect to the 
development of this quality 
property and in keeping with 
our priority to our sharehold¬ 
ers and our long-term com¬ 
mitment to the Arcadia com¬ 
munity.”

After Santa Anita Realty 
submitted a letter to the City 
of Arcadia on Apr. 29, an¬ 
nouncing their intentions to 
withdraw their application on 
the Santa Anita Arts and En¬ 
tertainment Center project, 
the community had various 
reactions to this announce¬ 
ment. Some were disap¬ 
pointed, some happy, but 
most everyone was surprised. 

Some of the people in¬ 
volved with the proposed 
Entertainment Complex shed 
a little light on their reasons 
for Santa Anita’s withdrawal. 
Most notably, Santa Anita 
felt that many restrictions 
were going to be placed on 
their proposed project. The 
General Plan, which was sup¬ 
posed to be a blueprint of the 
City, is “only specific on the 
Entertainment Project,” said 
Jo Ann Scott, community re¬ 
lations coordinator at Santa 
Anita Realty. 

She added, “The project 
will probably come back, but 
in another form.” It is not yet 


“We’re going back to the 
drawing board,” said 
Sherwood Chillingworth, 
vice chairman of the board 
and executive vice president 
of Santa Anita Realty. He 
believes that there is an 
“overwhelming preponder¬ 
ance” of the population in 
favor of the project. “We will 
have to go back and look at 
the situation, and if anything, 
we’ll come up with some¬ 
thing that will be good for 
ourselves and for the City,” 
he added.

He blended domes, 
arches, pillars, balconies and 
verandas in a building of 
structural steel with brick 
walls and concrete floors, 
making it Pasadena’s first 
fireproof building. 

Roehrig tied it to the origi¬ 
nal portion of the hotel com¬ 
plex, built on the east side of 
the street, by an ornate en¬ 
closed bridge that crossed 
Raymond Avenue. Although 
the original building on the 
east side of the street is no 
longer standing, half of the 
bridge remains today. 

The Castle Green is listed 
on the National Register of 
Historic Places and the State 
Historic Register, and has 
been a popular setting for 
movies, commercials, wed¬ 
dings, corporate parties and 
other special events.

Southern California during its 
run from 1912 to 1932 and 
was one of the most success¬ 
ful plays ever staged totaling 
3,169 performances.
